The note we 
are offering is from San Jose and has been graded as Fine 12. PMG notes repairs, which is very 
common for this series. Gold and silver coins were greatly preferred over banknotes at the time 
this note originally circulated. So these traded hands frequently as people did not want to get 
caught holding what could wind up being a worthless piece of paper. And that is the exact reason 
these are rare today.

Anyone who has visited Central City recently might think of it as an odd place to have had a territorial 
national bank. However, at one point in time Central City was widely reported as “The Richest Square Mile on Earth.” That claim stems from a massive 1859 gold discovery. Within just two months of the 
discovery the population of the area grew to 10,000 and Central City was incorporated. To put that size into perspective, Denver had a population of only 4,749 in 1860. And apparently the new population of 
Central City wasn’t just a boom and bust like so many mining locales. The towns original national bank opened in 1866. This ace is from The First National Bank; it opened in 1873 and was around until 1933. 
The note here is a very bright and clean Fine. This charter only issued 1220 sheets of series 1875 aces, so the odds of finding another example from here are slim. This should be an attractive buying opportunity 
for any collector looking for a Colorado ace who doesn’t want to settle for a many times more common example from Denver or Pueblo.

It is our pleasure to offer the latest and possibly greatest Florida national banknote discovery of the last several 
years. In late April of this year a fourth generation member of a Fernandina banking family found that he was in 
possession of one of the best Florida national banknotes out there. Upon learning of its significant value, the deci¬ 
sion was made to auction it with us. Not counting the still uncut pair of Key West brown backs, there are just two 
other #1 brown backs for the state. Those are from the much larger cities of Pensacola and Tampa. This Fernan¬ 
dina #1 brown back is from the A plate position - so it truly is the absolute first note the bank issued. The fact that 
the bank president had the forethought to save this local piece of history really doesn’t come as a shock if you know 
the history of Fernandina. 

Fernandina (now Fernandina Beach) is located on the Northern most section of Florida’s Atlantic coast. And un¬ 
like a lot of Central and South Florida which was mostly just swamp land until the newly built railroads ushered 
in the real estate boom of the late 19th and early 20th century, Fernandina has been a fort/establishment/city since 
1732. Fernandina is located on Amelia Island. Amelia Island is known as the Isle of 8 Flags. France, Spain, Eng¬ 
land, Mexico, The Confederacy, The United States, and two different rebel groups have all laid claim to the island 
at some point in history. Fernandina even had a state bank that issued obsolete currency dated as 1859 and 1860. 
Point being, that when The First National Bank of Fernandina received its initial shipment of national currency, 
it isn’t a surprise that the bank president, knowing the history of Fernandina, decided to save this souvenir that is 
now up for auction today. The only thing that is surprising is that it took 123 years for the rest of us to find it! 

Charter 4558 nationalized in 1891 with RC Cooley as cashier and Fred W Hoyt as president. Cooley, a Massachu¬ 
setts native, left the bank in 1894 to join The First National Bank of Jacksonville. He was with the bank in Jackson¬ 
ville until it closed in 1903 and he then left the banking field. Fred W Hoyt was a teacher, newspaper editor, grocer, 
and ship chandler in the Fernandina and Jacksonville area before he opened The Bank of Fernandina in July of 
1887. While it appears he left day to day bank operations in the early 1910s, he was still a fixture around Fernan¬ 
dina until his death in 1928. Today his home is a bed and breakfast in Fernandina. The bank itself survived past 
the national currency era and was bought in 1948 and its name was changed to The Florida First National Bank of 
Fernandina Beach. Today it is part of the Wells Fargo bank chain. 
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In terms of condition, this note is tied for the second best brown back on the state. It is completely free of any hard 
folds. The upper corners have just enough handling to put the note in the AU grade. Three pinholes can be seen 
when held to the light; and it looks like the Florida humidity has toned the paper a touch around the darker inks. 
Just the absolute tiniest of paper nicks goes about a third of the way into the top right margin. All of those ex¬ 
tremely minor condition notes are offset by wonderful pen signatures, crispy never-pressed paper, and better than 
average margins. We feel that given the rarity, condition, and desirability of this banknote, our estimate of $50,000 
- $75,000 could easily be topped when the bidding is over.

The fact that less than 24 months later The Georgia National Bank of Atlanta was open and circulating 
currency is a testament to the will of the South. Perhaps not surprisingly though, the business environment in Atlanta was shaky and this bank closed in 1877 after only issuing first charters. A total of four banks 
in Atlanta issued first charter notes. The only two surviving examples are this ace and a five from the same bank. In fact, if you took a list of all national currency known from Atlanta, this ace is easily the second 
best note for the entire town. That is quite the feat for a state capital that is today one of the largest cities in the U.S. In terms of condition, the note is heavily circulated but free of any abrasive condition issues.

We are now pleased to offer what is unquestionably the greatest Georgia national bank note known to exist. It first came to 
our attention in March of this year when we were asked to advise as to the value of a group of paper money that had recently 
been found in North Georgia. The consignor tells us that his father, while not a focused currency collector, was known around 
town as someone who liked old and interesting things and would get offered items by locals who knew of his interests. The 
best guess is that he could have possibly purchased this note in the 1950s. It was consigned along with the two Newnan aces 
and a handful of other less valuable type notes, all of which date to the 1860-1900 time period. It is our understanding that 
there was absolutely no knowledge of this note’s existence until this year. That is truly amazing when you consider that the 
note is now over 140 years old and has lived at least the past several decades of its life just a stones throw away from the mecca 
of Southern numismatics, Dalton, Georgia. 

This note was the subject of the headline story in the June Bank Note Reporter by Peter Huntoon, and we will summarize the 
highlights of his article later on. But I think what is so important about this note is the fact that you can point to this as the ab¬ 
solute best note from the state of Georgia. So often, as nationals collectors often do when left alone in a small group, we turn 
to conversations about what is the best note from a certain state. And anyone who has participated in such a conversation 
knows that for just about every state the list ends up with a few contenders but there is rarely a definitive “best” note. In fact, 
before this deuce trumped everything else, there were a wide range of possible best notes for Georgia like the unique Senoia 
red seal, the #1 Atlanta brown back, or the #1 red seal on Fort Valley. Sadly, for the instigators and devils advocates out there, 
the debate about the best Georgia national has come to a firm resounding conclusion...its this note! 

A mere 12,600 $2 national banknotes were issued by Georgia banks; the majority of the new deuce orders were to replace ones 
that had been worn out and redeemed. So there were certainly never 12,600 outstanding at any one time. The number was 
likely closer to several hundred. The banks that issued lazy deuces were in Americus, Athens, Atlanta, Griffin, and Newnan. 

No single bank issued more than 3400 or less than 1500 notes. The issuance period was only 1866 to 1878. So we are talking

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about a thirteen year span when the South was desperately poor and in shambles. It is no surprise that there weren’t even any 
whispers about lazy deuces out there. There was really no reason to have hope. There have been several advanced collections 
of Georgia national banknotes built and dispersed by collectors with means and connections, and none of them could find a 
deuce. 

The list of states and territories that issued $2 notes for which none are reported is down to just Arkansas, South Carolina, and 
Virginia. That puts this note in the same ranks as the unique deuces from Alabama, Idaho Territory, Texas, and Wyoming 
Territory. What is most exciting about the note being offered here is the simple fact that it is available for anyone to buy. Even 
the semi-unique deuces from Dakota Territory, Louisiana, and West Virginia haven’t been available at auction in the modern 
post-2000 era. The auction market hasn’t been tested for a truly one of kind deuce like this. Our estimate is just a moderately 
conservative estimate of what similarly rare items should be worth if they were ever discovered and offered for sale in a public 
setting. 

In terms of condition, this piece does have a tiny upper and left margin split, both of which stop at the design. No pinholes, 
paper pulls, rust, or repairs are present. It is in amazingly good condition for a note of its age and origination. From Hunt- 
oon’s article: “William B. Berry, signer as president of the deuce, was the organizer of the bank. His father Andrew J. Berry was 
an early settler who built the first house in Newnan in 1828 and owned a large cotton plantation with numerous slaves. Wil¬ 
liam emerged as a leading businessman and judge who served as president of The First National Bank from 1871 to 1893. Ca¬ 
shier Lodowick. J. Hill, who served at the bank from 1871 through 1876, moved on to become the president of The Gate City 
National Bank of Atlanta when that bank was organized in 1879. He continued in that capacity until the bank was liquidated 
in 1893.” If you focus on the best of the best in national banknotes, Georgia paper money, or just Georgia history, then this is 
likely a once in a lifetime chance to acquire what was until today only a fantasy note.

The paper is crisp, the stamped signatures are purple, and 
the margins are nearly perfect. We will point out two staple holes in the lower left corner. This note is certain to be a favorite of its next owner.

It is a treat to be able to offer the “King” of errors. Double denominations have long been considered the most desirable and virtually always the most expensive misprints that can possibly exist. The note offered 
here is new to the numismatic community, but hardly breaking news around Pinckneyville, IL. It is our understanding that the great grandfather of our consignor was one of the bank’s original organizers, and 
another family member was actually a teller at the bank when this “$30 bill” was presented for redemption in the early 1920s. The note has been in the same family since that time period until its appearance 
on the auction block today. The 3rd Edition of Paper Money Errors lists just six other $10 front/$20 back 1882 value back errors. An inverted back $10 note from the same sheet has been documented. But it 
appears that we are still waiting on the other invert and the $20 front/$10 back misprint to be found. In a collecting world where it seems that just about everything worth finding has been found, the note offered 
here will likely be the only chance at a double denom from this Illinois bank for a very long time.
